THE  SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

OF  THE 

FKAMINGHAM  TOWN  LIBEARY. 


(The  undersigned,  a  Gommittee  of  the  Trustees  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose, respectfully  represent,  that  by  careful  examination  they  find  the 
Library  in  all  respects  in  a  very  satisfactory  and  flourishing  condi- 
tion. 

When  our  first  Eeport  was  submitted,  the  Library  contained  1971 
volumes  of  books,  which  with  the  other  property  belonging  to  it  were 
valued  at  $1812  57.  The  present  number  of  volumes  is  2183,  val- 
ued at  $2027  10,  including  the  property  on  hand.  Increase  in  value 
the  past  year,  $214  53,  and  in  books  212  vols.  The  whole  amount 
received  from  the  old  Library  and  donations  to  date,  is  $1143  74,  and 
the  amount  received  from  the  Town  $1125  00  for  its  first  establish- 
ment, increase  and  support,  a  particular  Inventory  of  which  is  hereto 
annexed. 

During  the  first  year  the  Library  was  open,  an  average  of  98  books 
are  taken  out  each  Library  day.  On  the  last  98  Library  days,  14760 
books,  an  average  of  151  books  each  day  were  delivered,  and  were 
pretty  generally  distributed  through  all  parts  of  the  Town.  The  books 
appear  to  have  been  carefully  used,  and  no  especial  damage  to  any 
book  has  been  noticed,  nor  has  a  book  been  lost.  We  believe  the  citi- 
zens of  the  Town  are  realizing  all  the  advantages,  the  most  ardent 
friends  of  the  Library  have  anticipated,  that  its  usefulness  is  increas- 
ing, and  particularly  by  diverting  the  minds  of  youth  from  idleness, 
and  frivolous  amusements  to  reading  and  study,  its  influence  and  bene- 
fits are  felt  and  acknowledged.  Finally,  we  would  recommend  that  a 
suitable  appropriation  be  made  by  the  Town  for  the  support  and  in- 
crease of  the  Library  the  present  year.  All  of  which  is  respectfully 
submitted.

The  Company  at  the  Centre  Village  still  remains  without  proper 
accommodations.  We  trust,  however,  that  the  arrangements  contem- 
plated to  be  made  by  the  alterations  in  the  Town  Hall  will  furnish 
abundant  room  for  the  Engine  and  apparatus,  and  a  convenient  and 
agreeable  place  for  the  meetings  of  ?the  Company. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  was  made  *he  new  Engine  House  at 
South  Framingham  has  been  completed,  and  gives  the  Company  ample 
accommodations.  A  fine  bell  has  been  placed  in  the  tower  of  the  house 
through  the  liberality  of  the  citizens  in  that  Village.  The  Hall  has 
t>een  very  neatly  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  town. 

The  various  Engines  with  their  apparatus  and  house  furniture  re- 
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main,  substantially,  as  they  were  a  year  ago.  They  are  all  in  excel* 
lent  order,  and  have  been  well  cared  for  by  the  Foremen  and  Stewards. 
No  unusual  outlay  has  been  made  upon  them.
